It’s alright for some... 



Scouts can’t afford to march 
but EDL paid for by taxpayers

SCOUTS will not proudly hold their St George’s Day 
parade through Luton town centre today because they 
cannot afford the £2,000 admin costs - two weeks before 
taxpayers foot the £1 million-plus bill for a massive EDL 
march. 

Charity Luton Scouts - whose patron saint is St George - 
cancelled their annual event, which first took place 78 
years ago, after realising the bill for road closures and 
policing would be too high. 

Meanwhile taxpayers will pay all such costs incurred 
from the proposed May 5 protests by the English Defence 
League and United Against Fascism in the town centre, 
since they are entitled to hold their events under the dem¬ 
ocratic right to freedom of speech. 

Last year the 1,800 police officers drafted in for the 2,000- 
strong EDL march in St George’s Square cost central 
Government £1.4m, and this week it was announced simi¬ 
lar numbers would be brought in to provide security for 
next month’s protests. 

The scouts’ St George’s Day parade, which sees 1,500 chil¬ 
dren and adults march through the town centre, is official¬ 
ly deemed a commercial event, so costs are not automati¬ 
cally funded by taxpayers. 

One Luton cub scout’s mother, who we agreed not to 
name, said: “My son brought home a note on Tuesday 
night saying the parade had been cancelled - just five days’ 
notice. 

“He was so upset as he’d worked hard all year and has 
around 15 badges. They were all ready to march past the 
war memorial. It’s not the same not marching next to the 
Town Hall. It’s heart-wrenching for them.” 

Scouts spokesman Peter Sutherst, who has been a Luton 
member for 44 years, said: “We began to realise the event 
would be costing us more than was reasonable value for 
money. It’s sad. We have to be realistic. 

“The EDL are coming up next month. We don’t want to 
get involved in any political discussion.” 

Scouts parade organiser Gerald Law said: “We decided 
we could get much better value for our young people by 
investing this money in the adventurous activities they 
love. To be frank, we don’t have a badge for marching. 

“We had a difficult decision to make. But I suppose it’s a

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Breivik denies he had 
contact with the EDL

ANDERS Behring 
Breivik has denied that 
he has links with the 
English Defence League. 

He told Oslo District 
Court in Norway on the 
fifth day of his ten-week 
trial for killing 77 people 
last July that he has ‘never 
had contact with the EDL’. 

The 33-year-old killed 
69 youths at a camp on 
the island of Utoya as 
well as bombing a 
Government building in 
Oslo which killed eight. 

EDL leader Tommy 
Robinson has insisted in 
previous interviews that 




he did not know the 
Breivik or support him. 
There had been reports 
that Breivik had attend¬ 
ed EDL marches in the 


UK, but this has also 
been denied by Mr 
Robinson. 

Breivik (pictured) 
claims to be part of the 
right-wing anti-immi¬ 
gration network Knights 
Templar. According to 
the Guardian newspa¬ 
per, which has a reporter 
at the trial, Breivik said: 
“The EDL is an anti-vio- 
lent organisation sup¬ 
porting democracy and 
[opposing] Sharia and 
Islamisation and they 
have nothing to do with 
Knights Templar at all. 
You cannot even com¬ 
pare them.” 

Earlier in the week he 
also reportedly 


described Luton as hav¬ 
ing ‘war-like conditions’ 
and referred to so-called 
‘Islamic no-go zones’. 

At the trial he admitted 
to posting on EDL linked 
forums and had sent 
messages to a group 
member on one. 

The Daily Telegraph 
reported on Thursday 
that when asked by pros¬ 
ecutors whether he had 
met with anyone in 
London in 2002 he insist¬ 
ed that he had. 

In his 1,500 page mani¬ 
festo, Breivik wrote that 
his assigned mentor at 
the founding meeting was 
referred to as ‘Richard 
(the Lionhearted)’.

COUNCIL leader Hazel Simmons 
described the planned EDL Luton 
march as a ‘blip’ as she tried to 
reassure residents that the town 
centre would remain open for 
business on May 5. 

In a media briefing on 
Wednesday, Cllr Simmons and 
Chief Superintendent Mike 
Colbourne revealed that town 
centre trading was damaged to 
the tune of £lm when the group 
held a similar protest march on 
Lebruary 5 last year, when United 
Against Lascism also protested. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr 
Simmons said: “It is unfortunate 
that the EDL has taken the deci¬ 
sion to march again, and it is 
unfortunate that this march will 
be taking place so near to tv pro¬ 
grammes which weren’t exactly 
complimentary about Luton. 

“But as always Luton will fight 
back and this is a good year for the 
town with the Olympic torch and 
the Love Luton festival weekend. 

“This will be a blip. It will be a 
very difficult day to manage and 
will be very high profile, but it is a 
blip. 

“We hope people will come into 
the town centre on that day, and do 
their shopping as they normally 


would on a bank holiday weekend. 

“We know the effects that 
marches like this can have on the 
town and the businesses, and 
that’s really important to us. 

Chief Supt Colbourne also said 
that the police force were using 
lessons they learnt at last year’s 
march to make sure that the 
upcoming protest goes ahead 
smoothly. 

He said: “There are a number of 
things we learnt last year includ¬ 
ing the power of community 
mediators, the importance of 
engaging with the protesting 
groups, and trying to limit the 


social and economic cost of the 
protest to residents.” 

The reassurances come as the 
Luton Council of Laiths (LCoL) 
held an event at Bury Park 
Community Centre on Lriday, 
which aimed to ‘promote peace 
and acceptance while rejecting 
hatred and prejudice’. 

A spokesman for LCoL said: 
“The behaviour of extremist fringe 
groups has for too long maligned 
the image of Luton. 

“This time we are determined 
that a different voice will be heard, 
and that will be the voice of 
peace."

sign of the economic climate.” The tra¬ 
dition of parades for St George’s Day 
started in 1934 at Windsor when King 
George V hosted the first of the parades 
of King’s and later Queen’s Scouts. 

In June the country celebrates the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 

A police spokeswoman said: “It’s 
unfortunate people have to pay for 
commercial-oriented events, but the 
police have a responsibility to use the 
budget we are given as carefully for 
policing, and for many years we have 
had to charge a proportionate percent¬ 
age of policing for large events.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “The 
council chairs the safety advisory 
group which also involves representa¬ 
tives from the police, fire and ambu¬ 
lance authorities, where bona fide 
groups submit applications to carry 
out public events within the town to 
ensure that their event is run safely 
and within the law. 

“Where an event involves closing 
roads to ensure public safety, fees 
which will vary depending on the scale 
of road closures, may be incurred by 
the organiser, and this is no different 
for events such as the annual carnival. 

“Groups of people who decide to 
demonstrate such as the EDL have a 
legal right to protest and assembly and 
the police are legally obliged to allow 
and protect any lawful demonstration. 

“Road closures are enforced under 
the direction of Bedfordshire Police in 
line with the requirements of public 
safety. 

“However, it is unfortunate that costs 
for policing these demonstrations and 
any subsequent road closures are 
borne by the taxpayer. 

“It would appear that following initial 
discussions by the scouts with 
Bedfordshire Police, a decision was 
taken by the Luton Scout Association, 
not to hold the St George's Day parade 
for 2012. 

“Therefore no application by the 
Luton Scout Association for a road clo¬ 
sure order has been submitted to Luton 
Borough Council for consideration. 

“The council’s direct costs for last 
year’s EDL demonstration was £23,311 
and we estimate costs relating to offi¬ 
cers’ time to be in excess of £30,000.” 

While the main parade will not take 
place today, a council-organised fes¬ 
tive fayre celebrating English heritage 
was held throughout yesterday in St 
George’s Square. Lor the scouts, there 
will instead be services at Icknield 
High School, Wigmore Church and St 
Mary’s Church. 

Mr Sutherst added: “It’s too early to 
decide what will happen next year.”

Blocked sewer caused 
contamination at lake

THE source of the sewage leak that 
killed more than 1,000 fish in Luton 
Hoo Lakes has been established - but 
the culprit cannot yet be named as they 
could face legal proceedings. 

Thames Water has revealed that the 
contamination was caused by a blockage 
in the foul sewer network three miles 
away from the lake. 

Engineers were sent underground in 
specialist breathing equipment to walk 
through a kilometre of network before 
they found where the blockage was and 
could start to clear it. 

An investigation into the incident by 
the Environment Agency has revealed 
that the sewage was being discharged 
into the lakes for several days, but further 
enquiries are still to reveal the extent of 
the damage sustained. 

The leak was first discovered by the 
Luton Hoo Estate Manager, Richard 
Biffen, who alerted the agency after 
noticing a smell coming from the lakes 
on February 28. 

Officers from the Environment Agency 
and suppliers Thames Water board then 
worked around the clock for around 
three weeks, using aeration equipment to 
pump oxygen into the water to prevent 
the deaths of more fish and halt the 
spread of the sewage. 

Mr Biffen has said that while the 
prospect for legal proceedings is ‘inter¬ 
esting’, his main concern is ensuring an 
incident like this doesn’t happen again. 



He said: “Right now my priority is 
establishing the full long-term extent of 
the damage and we are in discussions 
with the Environment Agency about car¬ 
rying out a fish survey to understand the 
impact this sewage has had. 

“While we are hoping an event like this 
doesn’t happen again, the agency will be 
installing a kiosk on the north lake which 
will monitor the water and notify us of 
any irregularities in the future.” 

A spokesman for Thames Water said: 
“The pollution incident at Luton Hoo 
was deeply regrettable. 

“We are now working with the 
Environment Agency and the local fish¬ 
ing club to complete a full environmental 
survey to ensure we can get the lake back 
to how it was as soon as possible and 
restore the fish stock. 

An Environment Agency spokesman 
said: “There is a potential for legal pro¬ 
ceedings and we will follow the full judi¬ 
cial process. 

“Until that time we can’t speculate on 


the outcome and will only be able to give 
more details once this process has con¬ 
cluded. 

“No one can prevent accidents happen¬ 
ing and there are always times when inci¬ 
dents are beyond our control, however 
through regular maintenance and 
improvement works the risk of a similar 
incident occurring can be reduced but 
never eliminated completely.” 

Shadow Minister for Water and Waste, 
and MP for Luton South, Gavin Shuker 
who visited the scene last month, said: “I 
am glad to see that the Environment 
Agency has located the source of the 
sewage spill caused last month. 

“I saw first hand the devastation which 
the sewage leak had caused when I visit¬ 
ed the site and was impressed with the 
efficiency of the Environment Agency in 
handling the problem. 

“It is essential that those who are 
responsible are held to account and I’m 
confident that this will be seen through 
over coming months.” 


A ROBBERY ‘victim’ lied to 
police when he claimed to 
have his laptop stolen at 
knifepoint.

The man who made the 
claim was subsequently 
charged with wasting police 
time and given a fixed penalty 
notice. 


DS Simon Hancock said: 
“Unfortunately we are seeing 
an increased number of inci¬ 
dents where people have pur¬ 
posefully made up claims and 
wasted quite a considerable 
amount of police time. 

I’d like to remind residents 
that making false allegations 
whether they be robbery or 
any other crimes - and wast¬ 


ing police time is a serious 
offence which could result in 
the person making the claims 
being prosecuted and sent to 
prison for perverting justice. 

“In this case we quickly 
established that the story just 
wasn’t adding up and were 
able to warn the claimant 
about his action and issue the 
appropriate penalty.”

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Cops spent £140k 
on riots overtime

POLICING the streets during last 
summer’s riots cost taxpayers an 
extra £140,000 in overtime. 

Bedfordshire Police took to 
hotspots in the county, including 
in Luton to manage and prevent 
disturbances between August 8- 
12 . 

There had been reports on 
social media sites that rioting 
had started - in response to what 
had been occurring across the 


country last summer - and offi¬ 
cers were sent out as part of 
Operation Athelney to reassure 
residents. 

One teenager - a 17-year-old 
boy from Stopsley who cannot be 
named - was arrested for ‘encour¬ 
aging people to commit burglary’. 

In October he was handed a 
Youth Rehabilitation Order and 
had to undertake 250 hours of 
unpaid work and was given a six- 
month curfew. 

During the troubles which 
flared across the country Beds 
Police took to social media sites 
Twitter and Facebook as well to 


dispel rumours. The extra money 
needed to fund the policing will 
be taken from the Performance 
and Change reserves or the Police 
Fund reserve. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Bedfordshire Police were very 
aware of community concerns 
surrounding the riots in London, 
so extra police officers were used 
to reassure the public, but also to 
act as a deterrent to those people 
who would wish to cause anti¬ 
social behaviour in our county. 

“This operation clearly worked 
as there were no issues experi¬ 
enced in our county.” 



A NEW short stay medical unit 
aimed at helping patients 
needing intensive nursing for a 
limited time has been opened. 

The centre in Mayer Way, 
Houghton Regis, run by South 
Essex Partnership NHS Trust 
(SEPT), has 16 beds and is led by 
a geriatrician consultant and 
staffed by a dedicated team of 
doctors, nurses, therapists and 
health care professionals, 
working closely with GPs and 
Social Care teams. 

The facility provides nursing 
care with occupational therapy 
and physiotherapy for patients 
who require intensive nursing 
support for a limited time, with 
the average length of stay 


expected to be between five 
and seven days. This new 
service currently offers a step 
down from hospital, before 
being discharged home or into 
further longer term residential 
rehabilitation services. 

SEPT director Richard Winter 
said: “The unit provides a much 
needed new service for the 
south of Bedfordshire and we 
have already welcomed our first 
patients. 

“This is part of our 
commitment to wider service 
improvements around ‘Care 
Closer to Home’ and is a real 
example of partnership working 
across the whole Health and 
Social Care economy.”

A CALLOUS burglar stole money 
from an 82-year-old woman 
after doing work on her garden. 

The man - only described as 
being white - knocked on the 
vulnerable pensioner’s door in 
Inkerman Street, Luton, on the 
morning of April 12.

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Wall smash driver 
escapes an £8k bill

A TEENAGER who destroyed a 
family's garage when he smashed 
a car through their garden wall 
will not have to pay compensa¬ 
tion after winning his appeal. 

Ben Stapylton, 19, of Marlin 
Road, Luton, was originally 
ordered to hand over £8,100 - at a 
rate of £100 a month - to compen¬ 
sate for the damage to the car and 
property. 

Stapylton had pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving at Luton 
Crown Court in fuly last year and 
got the bill on top of an eight 
month suspended sentence. 

But after an appeal, three senior 
judges said not enough account 
had been taken of his ability to find 
the money and quashed the order. 

Giving the judgment, Mr Justice 
Cranston said Stapylton had been 


behind the wheel of a Toyota, 
belonging to an acquaintance, late 
on the night of April 6 last year. 

Police saw him driving danger¬ 
ously, then leaving the road and 
smashing through a garden wall, 
becoming embedded in the 
family garage. 

Sentencing him, Judge Barbara 
Mensah said there was no reason 
why the insurance companies who 
paid out should be out of pocket. 

The garage’s owners had also 
been left with bills for parking on 
the street while it was rebuilt and 
had been generally inconve¬ 
nienced by Stapylton’s actions, the 
judge said. Through his barrister, 
Melanie Simpson, Stapylton 
appealed against the compensa¬ 
tion order, claiming there was not 
enough evidence to justify it. 

Allowing the appeal, Mr Justice 
Cranston, who was sitting with 
Lord Justice Stanley Burnton and 


Judge Peter Rook QC at London’s 
Court of Appeal, said the order 
was wrong. He said: “There was 
no evidence that the (garage own¬ 
ers) had suffered distress and a 
compensation order can only be 
made for injury, loss and damage, 
not general inconvenience. 

“Most importantly, the judge did 
not consider whether, given the 
appellant’s means, it was realistic 
to require him to pay such a large 
amount over such an extended 
period. 

“The order she made would 
have taken him many years to 
pay. In all the circumstances this 
order cannot stand. We allow the 
appeal and quash the order.” 

The court heard Stapylton, of 
previous good character, lost his 
warehouse operative job as a 
result of the offence and was left 
existing on £107-a-fortnight in 
Jobeekers’ Allowance.

Ex-MP candidate ‘terrified’ 
in emergency landing drama

FORMER councillor Linda Jack 
has spoken of the ‘most terrifying' 
minutes of her life when the 
plane they were on was forced to 
make an emergency landing. 

Talking exclusively to Luton on 
Sunday Ms Jack (pictured) has 
recalled the drama which unfold¬ 
ed just minutes into the 11.48am 
Virgin Airbus A330 flight to 
Orlando on Monday. 

The aircraft had just taken off 
from Gatwick when the captain 
announced that there had been an 
'incident’ - thought to have been- 
caused by a technical fault with 
the aircraft’s alarm system. 

Ms Jack, who represented 
Putnoe ward on Bedford Borough 
Council between 2002 and 2007 
said the panic came once they had 
landed back at Gatwick. 

She said: “We sat there for what 
felt like about ten minutes then 
suddenly the engines and electrics 
were turned off and cabin staff 



started shouting to evacuate. 
There was panic and what sound¬ 
ed like people screaming. When I 
got to the emergency slide I saw 
that it was the stewardesses 
screaming at people to get off - 
they sounded totally panicked, 
which raised questions for me 
about their training.” The 299 pas¬ 
sengers and 13 crew were evacuat¬ 
ed from the plane with flights at 
the airport suspended for around 
two hours. 

The former Liberal Democrat 
Parliamentary candidate for Luton 
North in 2005 and Mid 


Bedfordshire in 2010 added that 
they eventually got on coaches 
and were taken back to the termi¬ 
nal but said they were not given 
any information in all this time. 

Once in the terminal she said 
things improved and the staff were 
very helpful. 

She finally arrived in Orlando on 
Tuesday to ‘spontaneous 
applause’ and says the passengers 
were offered a free return flight for 
the future and $100 dollars 
towards an excursion or entrance 
to a theme park. 

But she believes lessons need to 
be learned following the incident 
including better training for cabin 
crew. 

A Virgin Atlantic spokesman 
said: “The crew followed safety 
procedures at all times to ensure 
the safety of our passengers was 
maintained throughout the flight 
and during the evacuation. 

“We again apologise to all those 
passengers who were impacted 
by this difficult but rare situa¬ 
tion.”

Holiday shows Olympic-time 
air travel is not a flight I’d fancy 


I T’S good to go travelling but 
it’s so much nicer to come 
home. Not sure about that and 
it is far harder to actually get 
home these days, although 
getting there can have its own 
problems. 

We have just come back from 
the Caribbean... it’s a tough old 
world. We travelled from Gatwick 
and stayed overnight at one of 
their hotels, so as not to risk the 
M25 lottery drive in the morning. 

When checking in our hand 
baggage, the overnight case 
tripped some alarm and went off 
in a different direction, like a 
sidelined train. Customs officials 
crowded round it and ran sensors 
all over it, before one of them 
informed us it contained trace 
explosive. 

We should have felt more 
alarmed but were confident of 
our innocence, although we did 
wonder if we were about to be 
surrounded by armed guards and 
pushed to the floor before being 
whisked away to Guantanamo 
Bay under extraordinary rendition. 

We are obviously too white and 
middle class to be terrorists, 
though, as everyone seemed quite 
relaxed. The present Mrs Lowe was 
convinced my underpants were to 
blame but luckily I and they were 
exonerated. Apparently there was 
something wrong with the 
equipment. Fools that we are, we 
thought that was it for airport 
problems. The return was a bit 
more tricky. The plane was late, 
which almost seems a given on 
return flights these days. Then 
some guy was misbehaving so 


badly he had to be thrown off. I 
have no issue with that but sadly 
his luggage had to be thrown off 
as well, which takes a bit more 
time. 

We had thunderstorms to 
contend with on the way back 
and when we did land it was 
almost in the next county and we 
had to be bussed in to passport 
control. Which is where we hit 
the biggest queue I have seen 
since Disneyland. We inched our 
way forward, almost from the 
runway, before hitting one of 
those zig-zag mazes that seem 
to go on for ever.

This is many people’s first 
experience of this country and it 
does not look clever.

London’s 
transport will be severely tested 
in July and August and this 
experience did not fill anyone 
with confidence. I am aware that 
it was predicted by the customs 
union and denied by the 
Government.

responsible but, for the financial 
good of this country, it needs to 
be fixed. And quickly. 

T HE road to Hell is paved with 
good intentions. This 
Government is trying to cut 
our debt and rationalise the 
benefit system.

So why are 
consequences not being looked at 
before these decisions are being 
made? 

The Government needs to 
reverse some of these policies 
and agree that any future 
rationalisation of benefit will not 
make the working poor poorer. I 
would have thought there could 
even be cross-party agreement 
on that. Unless of course I am 
being a little naive.

A RADICAL change of political 
borders could see residents of 
Dunstable moved into the Luton 
North Constituency, and 
proposes that the Saints and 
Barnfield wards become part of 
Luton South. 

In September, The Boundary 
Commission published propos¬ 
als that would carve up 
Bedfordshire’s political land¬ 
scape. 

The plan is to get rid of 31 seats 
and reduce the number of MPs in 
England from 533 to 502 in time 
for the 2015 General Election. 

Most significantly in our area 
are the proposals to make 
Dunstable a part of Luton North, 
which is currently represented by 
Labour MP Kelvin Hopkins. 

This leaves a question mark 
over the future of Conservative 
MP Andrew Selous, whose South 
West Bedfordshire seat currently 
includes Dunstable. 

A less controversial proposal is 
to move the Saints and Barnfield 
wards, from Luton North where 
they currently lie, to Luton 
South, currently represented by 
Labour MP Gavin Shuker. 

The Boundary Commission 
earlier this month completed its 
second phase of consultations 
and says a decision on revised 
boundaries will be published 
later this year. 

The commission says it will 
now take into account comments 
made from the initial proposals 
made from residents before 
concluding on final maps. 

When announced last year

Prime Minister David Cameron 
announced that he expected full 
support from Tory MPs on the 
boundary changes. 

However Conservative Central 
Bedfordshire Cllr Ann Sparrow 
started a petition in protest at the 
proposals regarding Dunstable 
becoming a part of Luton North. 

Cllr Sparrow, who represents 
Watling ward, said: “Dunstable is 
a market town and has 
affiliations with many of its 
surrounding villages, while Luton 
is a large urban area with 
aspirations to become a city.” 



The petition gained more than 
2,000 signatures and was 
submitted to Parliament by 
Andrew Selous last month. 

The final decision by the 
commission will be made in 
October 2013.

KELVIN HOPKINS 

MP said: “I disagree 
both with the 
proposal to reduce 
the number of 
Parliamentary 
seats to 600 and 
with the rigid 
equalisation of 
constituency 
electorates which 
makes it difficult to| 
take proper 
account of natural community 
boundaries. 

“As a result, in many parts of the 
country the Electoral Commission 
has been forced to devise 
constituencies which are 
completely nonsensical in 
community and geographical 
terms. 

“That said, the proposals to move 
Saints and Barnfield wards from 
Luton North to Luton South have a 
degree of logic. Luton is a 
homogeneous and integrated 
community and it is to be hoped 
this transfer will prove acceptable 
to electors in those wards. 

“Luton North then has to be 
brought together with a 
substantial adjacent area of 
population and Dunstable has 
therefore been linked with the 
remainder of the present Luton 
North. 

“It makes sense to have all the 
Dunstable wards kept together in 
one constituency rather than 
splitting the town between two 
constituencies, so despite my 
reservations about the legislation, I 
accept what has been proposed.” 



ANDREW SELOUS 
MP said: 

“Dunstable 
currently sits very 
neatly within the 
Central 
Bedfordshire 
constituency. 

“Everyone I have 
spoken from the 
area to doesn’t 
want to be moved | 
into Luton North. 

“I have represented these views, 
which I agree with, to the 
Boundary Commission in the form 
of a petition, that was signed by 
around 2,000 and presented in 
Parliament. I have also written 
twice to the Boundary 
Commission and we should find 
out the result in October. 

“The Boundary Commission is 
in a difficult position and I 
appreciate that changes need to 
be made. At present, some MPs 
look after between 90,000 and 
100,000 constituents, while 
others have 40,000 to 50,000. It 
is unfair and needs to be made 
more equal. 

“But Dunstable is a market 
town, is comparable to Leighton 
Buzzard and Houghton Regis and 
rather than Luton and it also 
shares close links to the South 
Bedfordshire villages. 

“In terms of what these 
proposals would mean for my 
seat, I really wouldn’t want to 
say until a final decision has 
been made by the Boundary 
Commission.” 






GAVIN SHUKER MP 

said: “I do not agree 
with this Tory Lib 
Dem government 
reducing the 
number of MPs in 
the country and 
making our 
constituencies 
larger. 

“However the 
local solution that U 
the independent 
Boundary Commission has 
proposed is a good solution to the 
task that they were set.” 

“Under the commission’s 
proposals, it gains electors from 
two wards currently in Luton 
North [Barnfield and Saints] to 
reach the required quota of 
electors and remains a logical and 
coherent entity following natural 
boundaries and communities. 

“In the past the Saints ward has 
been part of Luton South and both 
wards have direct links to Luton 
South via the A6 and Old Bedford 
Road.”

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Tweeter ref is fined 
by the FA

AN up-and-coming referee has blast¬ 
ed a Football Association’s decision to 
fine him for comments made on 
Twitter about his disgraced ex-boss. 

Tom Carr (pictured), 20, of Putnoe, 
Bedford, has resigned after being hit 
with a £25 penalty and a three-week 
suspension for making remarks about 
the former Bedfordshire FA chief exec¬ 
utive Peter Brown, 

Mr Carr’s remarks came after he claims 
an email was sent around to county FA 
officials to contribute towards a going- 
away present for Mr Brown, 

In September last year Mr Brown 
resigned after he forwarded a ‘racist’ 
email which depicted a black Scottish 
dog. He admitted to ‘bad judgement’ 
and apologised for any offence 
caused. 

Having seen the email about Mr 
Brown’s leaving gift, Mr Carr tweeted a 
month ago; 

‘Good to see our racist ex-Chief Exec 
of Beds FA is having a ‘retirement par¬ 
ty’. Because he completely deserves 
it... Not.’ 

‘What a joke. Rewarding racism + 
having the cheek to invite us all to ‘cel¬ 
ebrate’ not only a racist, but an awful 
man.’ 

His comments were reported to the 
English FA which upheld the charges 
and reprimanded him on April 3. 

Mr Carr who had been refereeing 
since the age of 14 then handed in his 
resignation to Bedfordshire FA and 
vowed to never officiate under their 


control again. Mr Carr said: “Peter 
Brown admitted to sending a racist 
email and when I was contacted by the 
FA I pointed out in my letter that they 
took a tough stance on the Luis Suarez 
and Patrice Evra issue yet haven’t 
brought their own staff to task. 

“It’s outrageous. I was banned for 
three weeks missing county and 
league-cup finals. Bedfordshire FA 
asked for donations and I didn’t agree 
with that. 

I find it incredible that my tweets 
have been reported.” 

A spokesman for the English FA said 
Mr Carr hadn’t been reprimanded over 
his criticism of Mr Brown but because 
the former referee used Twitter to 
make remarks about Bedfordshire FA. 

They added: “Mr Carr has a right to 
appeal the sanctions. 

“It is clear that the FA take all dis¬ 
criminatory matters with the upmost 
seriousness.” 

Bedfordshire FA said it was unable to 
comment on the matter at it had been 
dealt with by Wembley officials.

PCSOs take highest 
number of sick days

COMMUNITY police officers 
took the most amount of time off 
work due to illness last year at 
Bedfordshire Police. 

Figures show PCSOs’ sickness 
levels ‘consistently’ higher than 
other police staff - in December 
reaching 9.9 per cent of time off. 

PCSOs, on average, spent 5.4 per 
cent of the year off work due to ill¬ 
ness and, apart from December, 
November and February were the 
next highest with 7.8 per cent and 
8.4 per cent respectively. 

In April last year Bedfordshire 
PCSOs were off for 3.2 per cent of 
the time. 

Police officers, with one excep¬ 
tion were also high, with every 
month being above the national 



objective for 2010/11 of 3.5 per 
cent. 

Other staff had the lowest rate, 
with an average of 3.4 per cent 
over the year and the highest 


amount of time being taken off in 
January. 

In a report for watchdog 
Bedfordshire Police Authority’s 
Resources Scrutiny Committee 
meeting on Thursday it states: 
‘PCSO sickness levels are consis¬ 
tently higher than those for other 
police staff. 

‘PCSO sickness shows three 
particularly high months, raising 
the annual sickness above that for 
police officers. 

‘Sickness is actively managed 
through line managers and refer¬ 
rals to Occupational Health 
and/or Welfare where appropri¬ 
ate. 

‘Active management of restric¬ 
tive and recuperative duties is 
also being undertaken through a 
review led by Human Resources 
personnel.’

Charity to ‘lose out’ 
after changes to tax

KEECH Hospice says the deci¬ 
sion to cap tax breaks on charity 
giving will hit it in the pocket to 
the tune of thousands of pounds 
a year. 

The charity, based in Great 
Bramingham Lane, Streatley, 
believes the Government’s budget 
announcement last week to limit 
tax relief for donations ‘will have a 
huge impact’ on its funds. 

Chancellor George Osborne’s 
proposals have been designed to 
ensure top earners only receive tax 
relief on donations of up to £50,000 
or a quarter of their income. 

Keech’s director of fundraising, 


Jacqui Shepherd, said: “Times are 
hard, and we need to protect and 
nurture our supporters. 

“Anyone wanting to make a big 
charitable donation should 
certainly not be penalised for 
wanting to do so. 

“As a small to medium-sized 
charity, large donations of the size 
being discussed are few and far 
between. 

“However this will still have a 
huge impact on us. 

“This new cap will only impact 
on a relatively small number of 
donations, but these donations 
are the largest and therefore 
would have the biggest impact on 
the work we do. 

“Along with other hospices 


across the country, we help to 
save the state millions of pounds 
a year. 

“As a hospice we receive only 25 
per cent of our £5 million annual 
finances from the NHS. 

“As a charity we rely on the com¬ 
munities that we serve to raise the 
other 75 per cent of funds. 

“The incentive for the public to 
make high-value donations is 
being removed at a time when 
charities like us are relying on 
donations more than ever.” 

The Government said that, 
while there ‘will be an impact’ on 
donations, it remains committed 
to its aim of ending a system 
which allowed wealthy individu¬ 
als to avoid income tax.

The 20-year wait was worth it 


REVIEW 

WONDERFUL TOWN _ 

Milton Keynes Theatre 

Tuesday, April 24 - Saturday, April 28 

IT’S an old, old musical theatre 
story but hey, it works! And if that’s 
not the cue for a song... 

Small town innocent arrives in big 
city in search of fame, fortune and, 
because it’s crucial to the plot, love. 
Only in the case of Wonderful Town it 
is two sisters who pitch up in New 
York fresh from Hicksville, Ohio. 

Eileen is an aspiring actress and a 
fully-qualified blonde bombshell 
who merely has to flutter her eye¬ 
lashes to draw a crowd of smitten 
admirers. 

Ruth, a gawky brunette with a 
degree in contrariness, is a wannabe 
writer. 

With little money and even less in 
the way of sense they move into a 
‘centrally-located, charming, air- 
conditioned, lower ground floor 
apartment’ (translation: poky, noisy, 
basement flat with nothing to stop 
anyone climbing in through the open 
windows). 

But it’s in Greenwich Village, the 
spiritual and geographical home of 
New York’s artists and Bohemians 
and though they might not have 
much to eat they’ve got all the atmos¬ 
phere and companionship they 
could ever want - and sometimes 
when they don’t want it too. 

It’s been a long journey from the 
real-life experiences in the 1920s of a 
budding journalist from Ohio called 
Ruth McKenney to the stage in 
Milton Keynes Theatre. But it’s a wel¬ 
come arrival. 

And though it’s 60 years since 
Leonard Bernstein was approached 
by lyricists Betty Comden and 
Adolph Green to write the music for 
Wonderful Town, the songs are as 
fresh, as funny and as feisty as they 
ever were. 

The storyline and many of the char¬ 
acters may be as thin as cardboard, 
but the song and dance numbers 



positively burst with energy, colour 
and life. 

No more so, than when performed 
by former Sound of Music talent con¬ 
test winner, Connie Fisher, as Ruth. 

In her first role since having major 
surgery on her vocal chords she is 
back in fantastically good form - 
albeit with a voice that doesn’t hit 
those top ‘C’s any more. But as an 
earthy alto rather than a sweetly pip¬ 
ing soprano, Connie grabs the part of 
Ruth and has a ball with it. Belting 


out the number ‘100 Ways to Lose A 
Man’, she has cast off all remnants of 
juvenile lead associations and re- 
emerged as a fully-formed character 
actress. 

Lucy van Gasse, as Eileen, sings and 
looks like an angel. 

She has just enough ‘blonde’ 
moments to provide some great 
laughs without becoming stereotypi- 
cally ‘dumb’. Michael Xavier, as the 
impossibly tall, dark and handsome 
love interest and Nic Greenshields, 


the improbably tall but eminently 
likeable former college football play¬ 
er, The Wreck, both provide great 
support. 

But it’s a show that wouldn’t work 
without a terrifically lively and tal¬ 
ented company. 

This production, a collaboration 
between Manchester’s Royal 
Exchange Theatre Company, The 
Halle Orchestra and The Lowry, 
Salford, has just that. 

The young cast fizzes with life 


throughout every number whether 
it’s swing, jazz, jive or beat. 

And for me the joy culminates in 
the all-singing, all-dancing troupe of 
‘Oirish’ new York cops who have lost 
their hearts to Eileen. 

The number is as off-the-wall as it 
is hilarious. 

It’s been more than 20 years since 
Wonderful Town was last staged in 
London. 

Now, it’s true I don’t know every 
song from the shows of the last 60 
years, but it’s odd not to recognise a 
few bars from even a single number. 

However, while it doesn’t have the 
soaring, unforgettable tunes that 
characterised Bernstein’s later 
masterpiece, West Side Story, 
Wonderful Town is still a glorious 
romp through, yes, a wonderfully 
entertaining show.

“Mark Tyler was on his guard, he dealt with a 
nasty ball and cleared it for Willmott who 
chased it right down.

JORDAN Reynolds has credited 
West Ham ABC coaches Mickey 
May and Mickey Driscoll for the 
change in style that saw him 
become London Amateur 
Boxing Association (ABA) 66kg 
champion last Sunday. 

In only his second fight for the 
famous London club, the 16- 
year-old from Luton beat 
Finchley ABC’s Box Cup gold 
medallist Charlie Worley 18-11 
in the capital final. 

The victory in Dagenham 
booked his place in this year’s 
National ABAE Championship 
quarter finals - a tournament he 
reached the final of last year and 
narrowly lost out England ABA 
pugilist Isaac McLeod. 

In a repeat of the last eight 
stage 12 months ago Reynolds 
will face Lawrence ABC’s 
Connor Hutchins on Saturday. 

He said: “My style has changed 
completely and styles make 
fights. I’m boxing on the back 
foot a lot more, I’m slicker and 
I’m not coming forward with big 
shots all the time. I’m thinking 
and using my jab a lot more and 
that’s credit to West Ham. 

“Mickey May has produced 


over 200 champions including 
Nigel Benn. Mickey Driscoll is 
an pro fighter, won everything 
as an amateur and there’s also 
Brian O’Shaughnessy. His son 
was an amateur but now he’s a 
model and dated (pop star) 
Rihanna. There are a few other 
coaches too and they’re all good. 

“Last year I wouldn’t have been 
able to beat Worley. 

“He was class but I made him 
look a bit silly.” 

But with the National ABA 
quarter finals up next in 
Portsmouth in six days, 
Reynolds knows he’ll have to use 


all the skills he’s learnt if he 
wants to improve on last year’s 
runner’s up medal. 

He said: “My next fight is 
50/50. Connor Hutchins beat 
Isaac McLeod and he’s a top kid. 

“I boxed him last year and beat 
him 22-12 in the quarter finals 
but at the weight below and it 
was a lot closer than that. 

“I didn’t think he was making 
that weight properly but now 
he’ll be a lot stronger and more 
comfortable.

GRAHAM Earl has admitted he’s 
taking a ‘calculated risk’ 
matching Terry Holmes up with 
experienced Dubliner Dean 
Byrne on Frank Warren’s 
televised Royal Albert Hall bill 
on Saturday. 

The unbeaten welterweight 
will make the big leap from four

“It’s a cracking fight and I’m 
sure people will get 
entertainment from it, without a 
doubt, but I just want him to get 
the job done and build for the 
next fight, which will hopefully 
be a title match.”

“The crowd were outstanding and played 
a big part in the game to make it a fantas¬ 
tic day for us. 

“To have over 8,000 in Kenilworth Road is 
just something else. 

“When I came out to have a look at the 
warm-up, all I could see were people com¬ 
ing in to support their team. 

“The support here is outstanding and I’m 
glad the players could respond and do 


them proud with their work-rate and 
effort. 

“We will carry their chants in our ears 
with us to Gateshead.” 

Buckle also revealed his pleasure that the 
players have begun to reap the rewards for 
the hard work put in on the training field. 

He said: “It was a bleak old day at 
Braintree, and that is still very much in my 
mind. 

“We never want to go back to how we 
performed there. 

“Today I reminded the players that these 
chances don’t come around too often and 
we can’t tiptoe around them. 

“Fear comes if you’re not prepared, and if 
you have cut corners. 

“I can assure you that we have cut none 
in our preparation and we deserved our 
win. 

“The boys are buying into the messages 
I’ve given them and putting in the hours, 
and we’ve demonstrated that with our 
three clean sheets and how organised we 
have been in defending set plays. 

“We played for 90 minutes with belief, 
organisation, grit and determination. 

“We’ve taken 10 points in four games 
which has been a fantastic return, and got 
us back into the play-offs. 

“Not being in those places was hurting 
everyone and it has taken a great effort to 
get back in there, now we must stay there.”
